Two special trains

Appleton, Wis., April 21—Joseph

Metomen says that the two companies 
have chosen no officers, preferring to 
rely upon experienced G. A. R. men 
or militiamen who understand fight- 
lug in white man’s style. The com­ 
panies are to be accom prated by the 
Oneida brass band of some sixteen 
pieoes, the members of woich hope to 
be enlisted as musicians, but failing 
in this will enter the ranks and keep 
their unofficial band 
organization. 
Meloxen says that the companies have 
been drilling as best they could under 
the direction of two Indian G. A. B. 
men. 
If war is deolared he says he 
will march his men to the recruiting 
office at Mil wan hee if he Carnot get 
his men enlisted nearer.

Thirty Million Foot Come Down tho 
nomine# to Marinette 
Marinette, Wis., April 21—Thirty 
million feet of logs came sailing down 
the Menominee river yesterday morn­ 
ing from the Pemene dam, seventy 
miles from here. They ere now all 
above the marking gap near this city, 
and the river for four miles it blocked 
solid with logs piled two and three 
deep. 
Thie big flood of timber was due to 
the raising of the gelee of the Pemene 
dem. 
It hed been closed for three 
deye until a 17-feet head of water wee 
developed. Two bundled feet of gelee 
were then retted within en hour and 
the accumulated water ewept down 
the river, lifting all the logs on the 
beaks and shores and bringing their 
to the mills in this oily. This not­ 
withstanding the fact that the stream 
is the lowest known in ye .re and ie 
praeticaily at a 
summer’s drouth 
stage. 
The Pemene dam Is said to be one of 
the largest end benin the world, aud 
the driving feat of yesterday ie eon- 
sldeied almost unsurpassable on any 
other logging stream in the country.

Son of So?. Scofield Suffering From Blood 
Poisoning at Marinette 
Marinette. Wis., April21—Gov. Bon­ 
field arrived here yesterday to see his 
son George, manager of the Scofield 
Lumber company, who underwent an 
operation on Tuesday to alleviate a 
peculiar affliction. 
During hts recent 
visit to Mexico he was stung by an in­ 
sect of some kind. The injury did 
not prove very troublesome at first, 
and he failed to eonBult a physician. 
When he arrived home he was in a 
sickly condition and was soon confined 
to his bed with what appeased to be a 
fever. 
But his sickness was finally 
traced to his arm, and it was found 
that the Insect had deposited larvae 
there and it had developed under the 
t kin into little worms, which caused 
blood poisoning. 
He is still in a se­ 
rious condition, although the opera­ 
tion yesterday removed the ineeet 
growth.

republican doctrine of protection thai*

comforting, what

could the* democratic party have in 
the next national campaign than that 
of a tariff for revenue only? 
What 
other issue would hold out to it such 
promising prospect for success? 
The 
silver issue was tried at the last nat­ 
ional election under extremely favor­ 
able conditions and the result was de 
feat. 
May not the democratic lead­ 
ers come to the conclusion that it 
would be advisable to make the tariff 
the leading issue in the next presi­ 
dential campaign?

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Spanish Premier Says His Answer 


Will Be •‘War.” 


THE QUEEN REGENT'S SPEECH. 


Eloquent Appeal to the Nation to Sup­ 
port the Throne in the Coming Con­ 
flict with the United State*—Brilliant 


Scene at madrid. 


London, April 21.—According to a 
special dispatch from Madrid 
Senor 
Sagasta, the premier, on being asked 
the opinion of the cabinet as to the 
outlook replied: 
“War! War! Warr* 


OPENING OF TH E CORTES. 


Queen Regent of Spain Reads the Ad­ 
dress from the Throne. 
Madrid, April 21.—The opening of 
the Spanish cortes Wednesday marked 
the beginning of another chapter in the 
eventful history that Spain Is 
now 
making for herself. 
The scenes attending the opening of 
the national parliament were charac­ 
terized by much regal splendor and 
magnificence. 
The wealth and beauty 
and chivalry of Madrid were assembled 
in the senate, where every available 
foot of space was occupied. 
Large bodies of troops were drawn 
up outside the building, including the 
handsomely uniformed blue dragoons 
and the magnificently attired 
palace 
guards. All the members of the diplo­ 
matic corps were present in full dress. 
A wild cheer at 3:30 p. rn. announced 
the arrival of the queen regent, who 
was driven to the cortes palace in a 
state coach, escorted by a detachment 
of life guards. The cheering was taken 
up within the building as the queen 
regent entered, the cheers being ac­ 
companied by enthusiastic 
cries 
of 
“Viva 
la 
Reina,“ 
“Viva 
Alfonso 
Trece,” “Viva Espana.” It was a tu­ 
multuously patriotic demonstration. 
The queen regent read the speech 
from the throne while seated with the 
young King Alfonso on her right and 
the premier, Senor Sagasta, standing 
near the king. 
At the close of her 
majesty’s speech there was renewed 
cheering, after which Premier Sagasta 
declared the cortee opened, and the 
queen regent and the boy king, accom­ 
panied by the court, left the building 
amid another wild buret of enthu­ 
siasm. 
The queen regent’s speech 
began 
thus: 
“The grave anxieties which saddened 
my mind the last time I addressed you 
have increased and are heightened by 
public uneasiness, conveying the pre­ 
sentiment of fresh and greater compli­ 
cations as a result of the turn which 
events in Cuba have taken. These com­ 
plications were brought 
about by 
a 
section of the people of the 
United 
States, which, seeing that the autono­ 
my previously offered in my message 
was about to be put in force, foresaw* 
that the free manifestation of the Cu­ 
ban 
people, 
through its chambers, 
would frustrate forever the 
schemes 
against Spanish sovereignty 
which 
have been plotted by those who, with 
resources and hopes sent 
from 
the 
neighboring coast, have fettered the 
suppression of the insurrection in that 
unhappy island. 
“Should the government of the Unit­ 
ed States yield to this blind current, 
menaces and insult 
which we have 
hitherto been able to regard with in­ 
difference—for they were not an ex­ 
pression of the sentiments of the true 
American nation—would become intol­ 
erable provocations which would com­ 
pel my government, in defense of the 
national dignity, to sever relations with 
the government of the United States. 
“In this supreme crisis the sacred 
voice of Him who represents human 
justice on earth was raised in coun­ 
sels of peace and prudence, to which 
my government had no difficulty in 
hearkening, strong in the conscious­ 
ness of its right and calm in the strict 
performance of its duties. 
“Spain’s gratitude is due to the pope, 
and also to the great powers, whose 
action strengthens my conviction that 
Spain’s cause deserves universal sym­ 
pathy and that her conduct merits un­ 
animous approval. It is possible, how­ 
ever, that an act of aggression is im­ 
minent and that not the sanctity of 
our rights nor the moderation of our 
conduct, nor the expressed wish of the 
Cuban people freely manifested, may 
serve to restrain the passions and ha­ 
tred let loose against the Spanish fath­ 
erland. 
“In anticipation of this critical mo­ 
ment, when reason and justice will 
have for their support only Spanish 
courage and the traditional energy of 
our people, I have hastened the as­ 
sembling of the cortes; and the su­ 
preme decision of parliament will 
doubtless sanction the unalterable pur­ 
pose of my government to defend our 
rights, whatsoever sacrifices may be 
imposed upon us in accomplishing this 
task. 
"Thus identifying myself 
with the 
nation, I not only fulfill the oath I 
swore in accepting the regency, but I 
follow the dictates of a mother’s heart, 
trusting to the Spanish people to gath­ 
er behind my son’s throne and to de­ 
fend it until he is old enough to de­ 
fend it himself, as well as trusting to 
the Spanish people to defend the honor 
and the territory of the nation.” 
The queen regent then referred to the 
trouble in the Philippine islands,, and 
said:
